Ince my laſt ta you, of the eleventh of 
s V Fly from Monnt-joy, Colonell Clet- 
fo; Wc, worthy had ſome bufinefſe rocall him 0-

rwo dayes, he was returning back to Mount-joy by 
water, where he met onthe Lough with a grear 
ſtorme, yer was reſolved. to venture onwards not- 
withſtanding, and therefore caſt Anchor necre an 
Iſland in the Lough, called Rams Iſland, intend- 
ing there to land,and ſtay till the ſtorme was over 
but when he' was going to land there, a violent 
ſtorie forced him back, againe'to Antrem, where 
he that night received certain intelligence, that had 
he landed kccording tochis intention in that INand 
he ha4bzen cut off, for many of the Rebels had | 
egtten rhither for ſhelter,” and might eaſily have |. 
prefufficed him, hee nor expeQting to meet any 
there, and the li with him not beint many;

This ſtorme 
al{o loſt five of Colonell Clotworthies Boares, hee 
had built for the Lough but he by ſetting men on 
worke, preſently to repaire them, hath made up all 
his former number, which is 12. large boares that 
will carry above 60, men a peece, and the Admi- 
rall the Sidny,which alſo he hath built, and with 
theſe Botes and Barkes he is able to carry on any 
part ofthe Lough ſide neare a 1000, mcn, which 
doth ſo diſtra& and torment the Rebels, rhar they 
have no quiet there abouts; hereby alſo” we have 
all our victualls eaſily tranſported, and our Ammu- 
nition, (carrying now by land onely to Antrim) 
and thence by waterin theſe Boates- we. convey it 
to any part joyning tothe Lough, which 1s of ex- 
-d:12 advantage to us, 


As ſoone as the Lough was calme Colone!l Clot- 

orthy went to Montjoy,to that part of his Regiment 
1e lefr there, and preſently upon his comming,ha- 
v4ng notice the enemy was within ſeven or eight 
miles,hetooke 4co, of his men, leaving ſome in 
garriſon in the Forts, and mounted 40, more with 
Firelockes, on Horſes he had formerly taken from 
the man and with this 449. men he marched all 
night and came timely to the Legar of the Rebels 


where he found moſt. of them in their beds , and 
thereby had opportunitie to cur many of them off 
before

before they could get to their Armes ( and runne 
away) which preſently they did, though there 
were 2 1000, of them ; andas we are certainly in- 
formed Sir Philem Ontale was there alſo, and ranne 
among the reſt, bur in Colonell Clotworthies firſt 
charge, they ſhot Colonol Ocare, (whois counted 
their moſt skilful Commander,who came from be- 
yond Sea tothem) him they ſhot in the Leg, kild 
his Lieutenant Colonell, who was one of the 
chiefe of the 0 Quixes, and divers of his Capraines, 
and about 60. of their common ſonldiers ; had 
their horſe beene any thing jou more execution 
might have been done upon them, but they were on- 
ly tuch as Colonel Clst: rook from the enemy.and 
had not one Shooe upon them all, 'yert ſerved to 
bring home x pray of 600! Cowes, which rhat 
nighe they broughr home ro the Leazger at Mount- 
joy : So God dleſfed thar dayes worke exceedingly, 
let him onely be acknowledged'for ir. 


Wirhin two dayes' after, Colonel Clorworthy 
hearing the Rogues had a Camp ar Mony-more, 
he began his March at midnight wirh' 500: of his 
men, and came to their Camp by breake 'of the 
day, where there was not many of the Rebels, and 
thoſe bur inconſiderable fellows, had the cutting of 
them off, and juſt as he was comming, the rogues 
were going to kill one hundred and twenty poore 
Engliſh and. Scots priſoners . they had in their

hands, but by Gods providence his comming wa5 
ſo ſcaſonable, that he reljeved and reſcued all of 
them, and cut off thoſe were going to deſtroy-: 
them : Thus did the Lord bring on them, whar 
they intended for others : after this, Colonell Clet- 
worthy returned to the Leaguer at Mount-joy, 
where he ſtayes, expeRing ſome help from others 
tocome and joyn with him, ro March up further 
into the Countrey, God having ſo bleſſed him, thar 
with halfe his Regiment he hath cleered rwelye 
miles abour him, ſave only Charlamount, which 
is kept with a few of the enemy, but we are'in hope 
ſhortly to ſalute it, for my Lord Conway is going 
forth from hence, having with him 400. men; a 
piece of my Lord _ 0g, jo Clandeboyes,and Co- 
lonell Chicheſters Regiments, who with 6qo. af, 
his own men, and zoo, Horſe, March through-the 
Countrey to Moynt-joy ro Colonell Clorworihy, 
who with five or ſixe hundred of his men alſo,

ey this His Anſwer, intheſe words : 

That the Petitioners are not more eaſed and fatisfied with the 
good Laws His Majeſtic hath paſſed, then His Majeſtic himfelf is 
pleaſed with that way of ovliging His SubjeRts, neither hath He 
ever made the leaſt Promiſe or Profeſſion of repairing or redreſſi 
the grievances of His People,which he hath not been,andalwayes wi 
be ready to perform. 

His Majeſtie cannot blame the Petitioners to be apprehenſive of 
a civill War, ſincethe preſent diſtrations ( grounded upon no viſible 
cauſe, to which His Majeſtie could, or can yer apply a remedy ) threa- 
ren no leſſe confuſion. But His Majeſtic doubts not, that the Petitio-

This is magnum 
merium, and inthis great inyſtery we muſt look beyond and a- 
above nature, tothe God of Natwe, acknowledging with the A- 
gyptizn Afagi, that Digits Dei eſt hic, the finger of God is hete. 
l have ſent peſtilence amongſt you, ſaith the Lord, Amos 4 10. 
From theſe premiſes ſome haply may inferre, that God, (the 
forntaine of a}} goodneſle) is the author of evill, and may inforce 
the rgument by divine writ, as in that of the Prophet, Is there evil 
u 4 Cuy, and #beLo:d hathnat dome it ? In which interrogation 
there is 47 aſſeveration, vnd vehement affirmation; that rhere i no 6+ 
villin a City, but the Lord hath. diner?

Intre mures beftu, the 
enemy is within the walles. There 15 no greater enetny to man, 
then manhimſelte is to himſelfe, Though the Divell like a roaring 
Lion, gocth about continually,ſceking whom he may devoure 
he cannot devourc whom hee would. Hee will doe for our ruine 
what he can; there's his malice : but he cannot doe what he would, 
that's our comfort. But this 3s our miſcry, that we our ſelves are 
the onely workers of our owne woe. Mans ſinne is the cauſe of 
Gods plague,and Gods plague is but the effe of mans ſinne. Sp- 
poſc we are now in a ſet battell, the Lord of Hoſts the Generall of 
the Army, his wrath the trumpet ſummoning and ſounding the A- 
larm,our iniquities are his enemies, which have provoked him to 
make warre againſt us, ſiane is our ſickneſſe,and finne the quarrel. 
Ic is nothing but the exhalation of our fiancs , which hath now 
cauſcd the clouds of theſe judgements both on us and over us: 
Indgment doth as naturally low from finne, as water from a foun- 
raine. It was never known that finne went before, and puniſhment 
did not follow after. If thou docſ not well, fin licth ar the doore, 
Gen. 4. 7. Sinne, that is, the puujſhment of ſinne, And henceit, 
that finne and puniſhment, are all one in the Hebrew tongue, and 
ſignifie the very ſame, Puniſhment (like a ſwitt hunting Nimrod) 
purſucth ſinne , Icſayes, like Naomi, I will lodge with thee. Both 
theſe (like two inſeparable twinnes)live and dye together. Where- 
fare is the living man ſorrowfull £ It is the Nuere of the Prophet, 
Lament 3.39. and hereſolves the queſtion inthe ſame verſe ; Man 
ſuffereth for bis ſine : If caen be aGtive in finning, they ſhall be pal- 


five in mourning. Great {innes doe procure great ſorrowes: Why 
are we {o diſcaſed but becauſe God pled diſpleaſed Wee 


have grievoully ſinged,therefore are we ſo grievouſly plagued. The 
grievouſnefle of our finnes doth adde gricte unto our foules.

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To-el-ments would bee our attendants, and all the creatures 
would be our triends, were not we by our iniquities at enmity with 
ou: C:cator, All ſublunary bodies would be our ſervants, would 
we ut ſerve in holinefle and « ay the father of Spirits : 

caven would have no quarrell with us, did not we by our impic- 
ties, warre with the God of Heaven. Nay, Hell it ſelfe, and all the 
internall powers thereof, could have no power over us, were it nt 
for ſine, Singe is the onely make-bate between God and Man.

Produces to us. It is the ground of all our miſcries, and hath 
wrought all the difaſters and calamities that wee now ſuſtaine. 
What hath cauſcd the ſword in Ireland , anc the plague in Eag- 
land, but the iniquity of Irclagd , and tranſgreſhon of England ? 
Toto Mars [evit in orbe, what a havock and vaſtation hath the bloo- 
dy hand of warre made in the Chriftian world © where faire 
1 ovnes, famous Cities, and flouriſhing Kingdomes, have beene 
made Stages and Theaters of delolation and deſtru&ion for our 
eyes to behold. Sinneis the cauſeof all theſe miſchicfes, The pale 
borſe of dearh goes intriumph through ouc ſtreets, The peſtilence 
hath along time continued and been diſperſed and ſcattered in 
moſt places amongſt us. Though graves it Church-yards have 
bren ſo peſtered, that there is ſcarce roome left for any 
more 10 be buried in , yet fo infariate are they, that they axe till 
g1ping for more karkaſles. Our eares are neQturnall auditors of ſad 
toundirg paſhing; bels , and our eyes are Ciurnall ſpeRators of the 
common objects of mortality. 

The {word is al:eady drawn forth,and at this preſent brandiſhed 
over our heads. It was the cafe of the inhabitanrs of Mancheſter in 
Lancaſhircthe laſt weeke, and it may be our owne here in London

the next weeke ; we heare daily of wares, and rumors of warres.of 
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preparations of Men, Hoes, Armes and Ammunition, both here 

and elſe where, at home and abroad, both in London and at Y orke: 
Ipray God all theſe may tend to our good (as they are pretended } 
It any cvill by theſe doth befall any of us, it is theevill of our wic- 
kedneſſe, which is the juſt cauſe of it. 

The only remedy agaialt theſe evils,that the plague may be ſtai'd 
and the {word ſheath'd,is repentance. Repentance is a Sup ſedeas 
to all judgement, Ic 15 that pretious Balm of Gle-d, thr will cure 4 
ſick-larguiſhing land of all her diſeaſes. The onely way to repaire 
our breaches, is to prepare our ſelyes to meet our God, Therefore 
inthe name and feare of God, ler us reſolve with our ſelves ro re- 
pent of our fins. We have all (in2ed from the higheſt ro the loweſt, 
from the richeſt rothe pooreſt, fromthe mighticſt to themeancſt. 
The ſins of the Prieſts, 8 the fans of the people, have cauſed Gods 
judgements to light noory upon us; no man can exempt kimfſelt,or 
plead impunity: and therfore as we are all partakers of the common 
calamity, ſo let us all betake our felves tothe preſcribed remedy. 
The axc is now hid tothe root of the tree; by the axe is meant 
Gods judgement,and by the tree is underſtood every man, Now 
for ought I know the axe of Gods judgment is now laid tothe root 
of the Kingdome,or the root of the Church,or to the roors of the 
leverall individuall members of che Church. Let every true ſubje&t 
ofthe King,8& let every ſound member of the Church, bring forth 
fruit worthy amendment of life. Amendment & reformacion is the 
only way to avert cvill,co procure mercy, & to prevent judgement. 
If we will turn from our fins, and rurne uato our God by atrue and 
timely repenrance,God wil turn away his judgements from us, and 
return in his former mercies unto us. Reaurs wats me and [ will return 
«3:0 you,Faith the Lord z hee had rather that wee ſhould redvre chen 

perere, return unto him chen periſh without him. God gelights nor 
inthe death of any finner, but had rather that he ſhould turne from 
his wickedneſſe and live.
